Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed over the prior art of record. None of the prior art discloses or 
suggests an IPS mode LCD device comprising UV-hardening sealant at a peripheral 
area surrounding a black matrix layer in the dummy region and between the first and 
second substrates; a metal pattern between the UV-hardening sealant and the first 
substrate; wherein the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV-hardening sealant at 
opposing sides of the sealant at the peripheral area at two edges of the first substrate. 

Claims 2-4 are also allowed since they depend on claim 1 . 

Method claim 9 is also allowed since it recites features similar to those of claim 1 . 
Claims 10-13 are also allowed since they depend on claim 9. 

Claims 1 and 9 are allowed over Moon et al (US 20003/0081 155) because Moon 
et al disclose that the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV-hardening sealant at 
adjacent sides of the sealant at the peripheral area at two edges of the first substrate
